COIN TUB 
SILVER BULLION. 


Representative Amertnan of Pennsyl- 


vania has introduced a bill -which pro- 
Tides for the issue of $75,000,000 in 
bonds, redeemable in coin at tho option 
of the Government after ten years, the 
proceeds of tho sale of tho bonds tr> be 
applied to the payment of the deficiency 
in the United States Treasury. 


As a substitute for this measure it is 


suggested by the Denver Nows that a 
bill for tho coinage of tbe silver bullion 
now stacked up iu the Treasury vaults be 
passed, tho coins to be paid on pensions 
nnd thus put iu circulation among the 
people. 


Under 
tho rulings of the Secretary 


of the Treasury the notes issued for sil- 
ver bullion are reduc'nvd in gold, and 
much of the gold taken out of the sub- 
Treasury in New York for export to 
Europe is in exchange for these note 
The notes aro redeemable in gold or 
standard dollars at the option of the 
Government, but the Secretary of the 
Treasury 
invariably redeems them in 


gold because to do otherwise would 
necessitate the coinage of more standard 
dollars, nnd tho Administration id op- 
posed to that. 


Tho aro 120,000,000 ouncc-s of silver in 


the Treasury, the coinage vah:e of which 
is $102,000,000. 
This sil ver is not repre 


seuted in the circulation because the 
Treasury notes issued to pay for it have 
been nearly all redeemed iu gold. 
Why 


then not coin it and make money pieutier 
by paying out the coinj for pensions 01 
other Government obligations instead o 
iuoreasing the public debt by issuing 
more bonds ? It' pensions wero paid in 
silver it would get standard dollars into 
circulation and keep the mints, whicl 
are just as expensive as thyj are now 
run, busy all the time coining dollars 
It would also save the public the pay 
rnent of interest on bonds and be mort 
satisfactory to everybody but the gold 
bugs. The afl'tirs of the Government ough 
to be conducted for the benefit of the 
masses, not for privileged classes, and at 
excellent way of iiiauguruting the noedc 
reform would bo to coiu the 
bulli >u
